As a sum of three odd primes: 61 = 3+5+4+53 = 34+ 11447 = 3417441 =

74+174+387 =7+234+ 31 = 114134 87 = 11419431 = 13417431 = 
134+ 19+ 29 = 19+ 19 + 23.
